COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Sir: 

In the Statement of Reasons for Allowance ("Statement") on page 2 of the Notice of 
Allowability dated December 11, 2008, the Examiner explicitly references Claims 1, 6, and 7, 
but only refers to an apparatus and a computer readable medium. Claim 6, however, is directed 
to a method. Also, the Examiner refers to the correlation feature of Claims 1, 6, and 7 as "the 
distinguishing feature." Applicants assert, however, that Claims 1 and 3-7 recite many 
distinguishing features, including features in the dependent claims, which were not referenced in 
the Statement.
